The 
denomination  operates  26  hospitals 
valued  at  $43  million  and  20 
orphanages  possessing  property 
valued  at  $11  million.  Last  year 
Southern  Baptists  gave  their 
churches  over  $178  million,  a  gain 
of  14  per  cent.  Of  this  amount  $31 
million  went  for  missions  and 
benevolences. 

Where  is  this  growth  leading?  It 
certainly  has  significance  for 
church  life  beyond  the  territory  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  even  though  there  are 
an  estimated  25  million  unchurch¬ 
ed  white  people  in  that  territory. 
Unlike  the  meeting  last  year,  this 
assembly  did  not  vote  to  expand 
its  territorial  bounds,  although  it 
received  an  overture  to  admit 
Alaska  into  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention !  But  expansion  has  not 
stopped.  Adoption  by  the  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  report  of  a  "commit¬ 
tee  on  common  problems”  insured 
that.  The  committee,  whose  head 
was  T.  C.  Gardner  of  Texas,  de¬ 
clared:  “(1)  For  Southern  Baptists 
to  join  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  would  he  but  to  weaken 
our  age-long  struggle  for  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state  (because 
its  membership  contains  state 
churches).  (2)  The  idea  of  a  Pro¬ 
testant  ecumenical  church  has  no 
scriptural  authority.  For  Southern 
Baptists  to  join  such  an  organiza¬ 
tion  would  be  to  eventually  lose 
our  adherence  to  the  local,  visible, 
democratic,  sovereign,  autono¬ 
mous,  authoritative,  Christ-given 
churches  of  the  New  Testament 
(3)  There  is  involved  in  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  cooperation  with  these 
ecumenical  organizations  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  liberalism  and  modernism. 
...  (4)  Could  such  cherished  Bap¬ 
tist  doctrines  as  believers’  baptism, 
a  regenerated  church  membership, 
soul  competency  and  salvation  by 
grace  be  maintained  if  Southern 
Baptists  should  enter  Into  close 
ties  with  those  who  deny  these 
fundamental  scriptual  truths? 
Even  if  these  great  doctrines  were 
not  endangered  in  our  present 
churches.  Southern  Baptists  could 
not  enter  into  comity  arrange¬ 
ments  which  would  deny  these 
truths  to  people  living  in  many  of 
our  American  communities.” 

Convention  approval  of  the  re¬ 
port  blasted  the  hope  that  an 
American  Baptist  alliance  might  be 
constituted  from  all  Baptist  bodies 
in  America,  since  “there  is  no  need 
for  such  an  alliance.”  It  gave  ap¬ 
proval  to  “a  great  crusade  to  in¬ 
doctrinate  all  of  our  people  in  the 
fundamentals  of  our  faith.”  It  de¬ 
clared  that  “Southern  Baptists 
cannot  enter  into  any  organic  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Federal  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
or  any  other  organizations  which 
would  compromise  Baptist  prin¬ 
ciples  and  truths  revealed  in  the

Among  tiie  reasons  they 
give  are: 

“Of  all  the  brutal  lynchings 
in  the  south  we  have  not  seen 
a  word  of  protest  in  print 
from  the  Southern  Conven¬ 
tion.” 

“The  Southern  Baptist  re¬ 
fuses  to  work  with  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America  because  of 
this  organization’s  liberal 
racial  policy.” 

“Southern  Baptists  stand 
for  segregation,  Jim  Crowism 
and  disfranchisement  at  the 
polls.  We  will  not  welcome 
their  meeting  in  Chicago.” 

The  charge  that  the  Southern 
Baptists  refuse  to  work  with  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America  because  of  this 
organization’s  liberal  racial  policy 
just  ISN’T  SO. 

Not  in  one  instance  have  we  ever 
heard  or  read  of  any  Southern 
Baptist  who  offered  the  above  ob¬ 
jection  to  the  Federal  Council. 

The  main  objection  which 
Southern  Baptists  have  to  the 
Federal  Council  is  its  Modernism. 


northern  city  was  remarkable  for 
its  decorum.  In  fact,  the  conven¬ 
tion  so  far  departed  from  its 
customary  free-swinging  ebulli¬ 
ence  that  the  chief  topic  of  con¬ 
versation  yesterday  among  the  de¬ 
legates  or  “mesengers”  concerned 
the  reasons  for  this  docility.  The 
theory  most  widely  held  was  that 
the  messengers  were  a  little  over¬ 
awed  by  America’s  second  largest 
city,  and  were  determined  to  show 
the  world  that  Southern  Baptists 
are  a  serious  and  punctilious 
people 

“The  27,285  churches  represent¬ 
ed  here  (a  gain  of  463  in  the  past 
year)  are  organized  into  961  as¬ 
sociations  and  22  state  conven¬ 
tions.  They  control  church  proper¬ 
ty  valued  at  $518  million,  an 
amount  which  increased  by  $97 
million .  during  the  past  year.  Na¬ 
tionally  they  work  through  foreign 
and  home  misions  boards  and  17 
other  agencies,  commissions  and 
permanent  committees.  Many  of 
these  have  assets  running  into 
millions  of  dollars,  large  staffs  of 
employees,  extensive  holdings  of 
property.  Their  direction  is  en¬ 
trusted  to  boards  of  trustees  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  convention. 

Its  membership  now  stands  at 
6.7  million,  which  is  almost  double 
its  size  25  years  ago  and  4.2  per 
cent  larger  than  last  year.  Its 
Sunday  schools  enroll  4.6  million, 
a  gain  of  8  per  cent  over  last  year 
and  15  per  cent  over  two  years 
ago.  The  Baptist  Training  Union 
now  enrolls  1.2  million,  which  is  14 
per  cent  larger  than  a  year  ago. 
During  the  past  year  1,549  pastors 
were  added  to  the  roll  of  active 
ministers,  making  the  number  17,- 
800.  The  total  circulation  of  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  papers  is  now  9.9 
million,  a  gain  of  800,000  in  the 
past  twelve  months.  Over  6,500 
men  are  studying  for  the  minis¬ 
try  in  Southern  Baptist  schools, 
2,100  having  reached  seminary.

inspired  Word  of  God.**  And  it 
warned  “that  if  there  be  a  desire 
to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
changing  the  constitution  of  this 
convention  to  limit  the  constituen¬ 
cy  in  any  way,  that  it  be  done  only 
after  a  length  and  thorough  study 
by  a  qualified  committee.” 

On  its  face,  the  Gardner  report 
was  a  gratuitous  rebuff  to  other 
Protestant  Christians.  Taken  in  its 
context,  it  was  something  less  and 
something  more.  It  was  something 
less  because  it  headed  off  a  resolu¬ 
tion,  which  was  written  but  never 
presented,  which  would  have  pre¬ 
vented  any  church  having  rela¬ 
tions  with  any  Protestant  coopera¬ 
tive  agency  from  sending  messen¬ 
gers  to  the  convention  and  would 
have  banned  any  Southern  Baptist 
engaging  in  or  supporting  coopera¬ 
tive  work  from  holding  any  office 
under  the  constitution  of  the  con¬ 
vention.  This  would  have  involved 
a  change  in  the  constitution  of  the 
convention  which  could  and  prob¬ 
ably  would  have  played  havoc  with 
its  unity. 

But  it  was  something  more  than 
a  mere  rebuff  because  it  clearly 
accelerates  Southern  Baptist  isola¬ 
tionism  from  other  evangelical 
Christians.  It  confronts  them  with 
the  emergence  from  regional  into 
national  religious  life  of  a  power¬ 
ful  denomination  which  frankly 
proclaims  its  intentions  of  getting 
members  and  starting  churches 
anywhere  it  can,  regardless  of  its 
effect  upon  the  total  impact  of 
Protestantism  on  community  and 
national  affairs.  To  generate  more 
power  for  this  drive,  the  Gardner 
committee  calls  for  an  intensified 
emphasis  upon  points  of  doctrinal 
difference.  So  the  convention 
jealously  safeguards  its  own  unity 
and  bars  cooperation  with  others — 
a  device  whose  potentialities  for 
sectarian  power  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  Church  has  demonstrated  ever 
since  the  Council  of  Trent. 

Meeting  in  Chicago  and  taking 
the  Gardner  resolution  as  its  plat¬ 
form,  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  starts  its  march  to  become 
the  largest  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tion  in  America.  Nobody  should 
discount  the  possibility  that  with¬ 
in  another  25  years  it  can  be  just 
that.  It  has  doubled  its  member¬ 
ship  in  the  last  quarter-century.  It 
possesses  great  wealth  and  the 
populous  and  prolific  section  from  . 
which  it  draws  its  principal 
strength  is  rapidly  industrializing. 
The  denomination  is  highly  or¬ 
ganized,  and  its  peculiar  combina¬ 
tion  of  effective  discipline  and  ap¬ 
parent  freedom  makes  it  adaptable 
t®  a  variety  of  circumstances  and 
constituencies.

It  was  Wednesday  evening,  and  they 
were  trying  out  the  family  plan.  At 
the  appointed  time,  people  came  from 
all  directions— entire  family  groups. 
Buses  used  on  Sunday  evening,  were 
also  in  operation.  When  the  final 
count  was  made,  this  church  with  159 
enrolled  in  8unday  School  had  93 
present  on  Wednesday  evening.  They 
were  divided  up  as  follows:  Brother¬ 
hood  24,  WMU  28,  Young  People  7, 
Intermediate  RA’s  4,  Junior  RA’s  8, 
Intermediate  GA’s  7,  Junior  GA’s  8, 
Sunbeams  7.  Prayer  service  followed 
these  group  meetings,  and  all  remain¬ 
ed  for  the  service.  Everyone  seemed 
encouraged.  The  Sunday  School  with 
159  enrolled  showed  an  attendance 
last  Sunday  of  150.  The  Training 
Union  with  125  enrolled  showed  an 
attendance  last  Sunday  of  118.  On  a 
recent  Sunday,  they  had  128  present. 
This  plan  provides  for  all  the  family 
to  come  to  church  together  three 
times  a  week,  and  to  carry  on  all  our 
departments  of  work  without  con¬ 
flict.  All  who  are  trying  it  seem  elated 
over  it.  Churches  will  hold  their  meet¬

Tbs 
quoted  words  of  the  Devil  did  not  con- 
stitote  approval  of  his  character  or  be¬ 
liefs. 

Our  critic  labels  the  Bishop  as  aa  In¬ 
fidel  and  an  atheist  I  nsbeep’s  clothing. 
We  do  not  approve  of  some  of  the  be¬ 
liefs  of  Bishop  Oxnam,  but  we  do  not 
think  the  terms  infidel  and  atheist  apply 


When  our  Baptist  Record  comes  to  me 
each  Friday  morning,  my  first  inclina¬ 
tion  is  to  look  at  the  Calendar  of  Pray¬ 
er,  and  this  week  I  was  so  happy  to 
see  that  my  name  is  on  it.  This  morn¬ 
ing  some  one  has  sent  to  me  another 
marked  copy  which  to  also  appreciated. 

This  feature  of  the  Record  is  a  beauti¬ 
ful  gesture  in  passing  on  to  others  of 
Christian  faith,  some  idea  of  what  we 
will  to  accomplish  and  can  accomplish 
only  through  united  prayer.  May  your 
good  work  through  the  Baptist  Record 
continue  for  many  years,  and  your  name 
is  always  on  our  calendar. 


I  notice  in  a  past  issue  of  the  Record 
that  you  carry  quite  a  lengthy  interview 
of  Bishop  Oxnam,  an  avowed  modernist.

Oar  reason  fur  not  publishing 
them  was  that  Bishop  Oxnam  has  the 
reputation  sf  being  a  Modernist  and 
those  articles,  In  most  cases,  had  that 
slant.  But  In  the  ease  sf  the  article 
Printed  In  the  Baptist  Record,  the  sub- 
J*«t  was  "Separation  of  Church  and 
State.”  It  was  an  excellent  presentation 
of  the  subject.

Jast  one  example:  Althea gh  the 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  are  Baptists  and  Protestants,  yet 
President  Train sa  continues  to  rimstdrr 
appstottag  aa  ambassador  to  the  Vatl- 


Ner  do  we  know  of  any  evidence  to 
support  the  claim  that  be  Is  an  atheist 
In  sheep’s  clothing.  The  very  opposite 
seems  to  be  true.  Bishop  Oxnam  Is  very 
definite  in  stating  what  he  believes.  That 
does  not  bear  oat  the  charge  of  "sheep's 
clothing.” 

Again,  we  wish  to  emphasise  the  fact 
that  we  were  trying  to  inform  onr  read¬ 
ers  about  the  dangers  to  separation  sf 
chnrch  and  state.  Bishop  Oxnam  did  it 
in  a  helpfnl  and  Informing  way.  He  did 
not  have  In  the  article  anything  that 
smacks  sf  Modernism,  atheism,  or  in* 
fidelism.

ARIZONA  PROFESSOR  ADVOCATES 
MODERATE  DRINKING  COURSE 
FOR  COLLEGIANS 

The  nation’s  brewers  recently  held 
a  four-day  convention  In  8an  Fran¬ 
cisco,  California.  At  this  convention 
Professor  George  C.  Yates,  Director  of 
Public  Relations  at  Arizona  State  Col¬ 
lege,  advocated  a  college  course  on 
drinking  In  moderation.  He  said, 
"Why  not?  We  teach  sex  education, 
humanities,  and  other  similar  sub¬ 
jects.”  He  considered  "excessive  drink¬ 
ing”  the  number  one  social  problem 
among  college  students.  A  part  of  his 
argument  follows: 

"No  one  blames  the  car  manu¬ 
facturer  If  the  student  exceeds  the 
speed  limit  and  is  arrested  for  reck¬ 
less  driving.  I  think  you  will  agree, 
however,  that,  generally  speaking, 
public  attitude  is  directed  against  the 
alcohol  beverage  industry  whenever 
young  people  are  Involved  In  actions 
of  misconduct  where  It  can  be  estab¬ 
lished  an  alcohol  beverage  was  In¬ 
dulged  In.  Students  must  be  shown 
the  social  acceptance  of  moderation, 
and  there  are  3,000,000  college  stu¬ 
dents  In  America  today.  Behind  them 
are  high  school  students  eager  to 
Imitate." 

A  professor  who  advocates  the  use 
of  beverage  alcohol  In  any  degree 
thereby  disqualifies  himself  for  service 
in  a  college  or  university.  Surely  no 
man  worthy  of  a  place  on  the  faculty 
•f  a  reputable  college  can  believe  that 
"moderation"  will  stop  "excessive 
drinking.”

PREDICTS  DOUBLED  MEMBERSHIP  FOR  BAPTISTS 

Baptist  Convention  will  easily  double 
In  members  during  the  neat  twenty 
years  and  probably  become  the  goliath 
among  U.  8.  non -Catholic  church 
groups,  Dr.  Robert  O  Lee  of  Memphis, 

Tenn..  predicted  here. 

Dr.  Lee,  president  of  the  conven¬ 
tion,  now  made  up  of  6,761,2656  per¬ 
sons  whom  he  called  principally  “com- 
mon  people"  in  27,286  congregations, 
added  a  qualification: 

"If  we  continue  to  stay  close  to  the 
Lord.”  • 

The  Memphis  pastor  cited  the 
growth  of  the  churches  in  member¬ 
ship  last  year.  A  record  of  conver¬ 
sions,  334,862,  was  registered  for  1949 
over  1948,  he  said  Over  the  last 
twenty-five  years,  he  pointed  out, 

„  Southern  Baptist  membership  has 
Jumped  67  per  cent  from  3,574,341. 

Dr.  Lee  said  that  one  of  the  reasons 
the  church  was  going  ahead  so  fast 
Is  because  most  of  Its  members  are 
“common  people." 

"Everybody  is  somebody  in  the  Bap¬ 
tist  churches."  he  said.  “The  poor 
man  s  vote  is  just  as  good  as  the  rich 
man'  svote.  Each  church  is  self-gov¬ 
erning.” 

He  said  that  this  year’s  simul¬ 
taneous  revival  among  8.000  Baptist 
churches  of  the  Convention  west  of 
the  Mississippi  and  next  year’s  re¬ 
vival  among  its  churches  east  of  the 
Mississippi  would  raisg  the  member¬ 
ship  past  7,000,000
